A calamity - always teared, 
and long predicted, from the 
number and contiguity of wooden 
buildings - has at length occurred, 
and a large part of the village has 
been destroyed by fire, 

Athalt-past seven o'clock this 
moming, the unwelcome alarm 
ol fire was given, smoke being 
seen to issue from the store occu- 
pied by Mr. John Robertson - the 
old Post Office building, built by 
the late Mr. George Olmstead, 
und the first place of business 
ever erected in Madoc. 

The fire broke out in the peak 
of the roof, near the chimney of 
the storeStove, from which it must 
have originated, as there was no 
tire lighted at the time on the 
upper floor of the building. 

The want of any fire prevens 
tive organizauon - inthe shape of 
an engine, or even hooks and lad- 
ders to tear down the adjoming 
buildings - were lamentably ap- 


parent from the very commence-

C.G. Wilson's Medical Hall Block 


(including Mr. G.D. Rawe’s 
watchmaker’s shop and Division 
Court Office) one mass of fire, 1 
was feared that the stores of Mr. 
John Harper, Mr. W.H. Atkins, 
Mr. L. Weiss, and Mr. J. 
Vannornam, were certainly 
doomed. In facta ton and a half of 
rags inthe upper part of Mr. Dale's 
store, did take fire; but by great 
exertions, this was subdued; and 
by covering the roofs with blan- 
kets. anddrenching the fronts with 
water, this side of the street was 
saved. The same precautions had 
to be taken with the store of 
Messrs. Deans, Gray. and 
McGregor, which was endan- 
gered by the fierce flames from 
the house occupied by Mr. 
Franklin, to which = point, 


southwardly, the fire extended. 
Between Mr, Franklin's house and 
Moon's Hotel, there was only the 
small building occupied by Mrs. 
C. O'Hara, and that caught fire, 
Moon's Hotel must have gone, 
and with it, most of the buildings 
on the other side of the way; for 
by that me the wind had shifted, 
and blew the flames in that direc- 
tion. Seeing the danger, to the 
Hotel from the small building 
mentioned, Mr. Mouncy andother 
hastened to tear it dow, but on 
armnving there, found Mr, Joseph 
Fitzgerald already busily engaged 
at work there. But for this umely 
forethought, nothing could have 
saved the Hotel, as the old shanty, 
with the utmost exertions of all 
who could drag on the ropes, was 
not down one moment too soon. 
Even then, but for the change of 
wind, the chances of saving the 
Hastings House would have been 
very slight. 


In the meantime, the buildings

burned to the ground; the heat 
blistering the window frames of 
the upper part of Mr. O'Flynn’s 
store and of Hudgin’s Hotel, and 
setting fire two or three times to 
the wooden cornice of Mrs.

House, and the Mill. 

While endeavoring to check 
the fire, by leaning down Wright's 
store, Mr. Joseph White sustained 
a severe cut on the head, from the 
sudden fall of a heavy piece of 
Scantling, the other end of which 
inflicted a slight wound on the 
nose of Mr. Joseph Fitzgerald. 
We did not hear of any other 
accidents, though we saw several 
narrow escapes from the thought- 
less manner in which empty buck- 
ets were allowed to fall from roofs 
to which they had been carried. 

A few pounds of gunpowder 
judiciously used as soon as it was 
seen that nothing could save the 
building in which the fire broke 
out, would have saved the adjoin- 
ing properties, but fear of scatter- 
ing the buming embers prevented 
the adoption of this course, which 
was early suggested. 

With the exception of Mr. 
Wilson’s and Mr, Wright's build- 
ings, those destroyed were owned 
by Messrs. MacFarland and Baird 
of Montreal and were mostly all 
insured. 

The greater part of the goods 
which were hurriedly removed 
into the streets have been safely 
housed again; but most of the 
stores have remained closed, hav- 
ing beenshut while all hands were 
engaged in battling with this, the 
most destructive fire which has 
ever happened in the village.

During his deliberations with 
the operators, Harns slammed the 
NDP government for their poli- 
cies which, he said, has contrib- 
uted to the demise of tourism in 
Ontario. : 

He also aimed a few verbal 
volleys at what he referred to as 
the “Bndgit Bardot syndrome”-- 
acuivists who have hurt tourism 
by pushing to make land use less 
accessible, 

Some native peoples who 
“spend all their time on land 
claims. and do nothing to help 
themselves economically,” also 
drew Harris’ condemnation. 

Negotiations for land claims 
should involve all sectors of soci- 
ely that have a stake in the area 
under review, not just between 
the province and aboriginal 
groups, he noted. 

“We have to settle land claims 
but it should be done fairly,” he 
said. “Too many decisions are 


- being based on our own guilt-trip 


complex because native people 
haven't fully adapted from the 
reservation to being full partners 
in the economy.” 

Harris said Ojibways in the 
North Bay area are very ageres- 
sive “but then I compare their 
efforts to other native peoples who 
spend all their time in the courts 
trying to get money for doing 
nothing.” 

It was Harris” contention that 
aboriginfis should channel more 
energy into exploring tourism 
Opportunities instead of concen- 
trating on legal initiatives.

4-inch circular, soft foam 
pad. The tool applies pressure over 
five times more area than your 
fingertips. Spreading the force 
over a larger surface can reduce 
the nsk of swirl marks common 


with regular hand waxing. And a 
more even shine may result. 

Grasp the pistol grip, and puta 
little wax on the foam pad. Place 
the tool on the paint and, with 
downward pressure, move it in 6- 
to 8-inch diameter circles.

An interesting 
feature of the tool is its ability to 
alert you when to use more wax 
during application.

Typical drivers will travel ap- 
proximately 70 feet during an 
emergency stop, from 65 miles 
per hour, before their feet reach 
the brake pedal. With poor eye- 
sight, bad lights or streaking 
windshield wipers, or if under the 
effects of alcohol or medicine, 
their reaction times will be even 
slower, ” 

Hitting the brake pedal can be 
just the beginning of their prob- 
lems if they've failed to keep up 
regular mechanical maintenance. 
Erratic braking can cause a bad 
emergency situation to become 
worse; it can pull cars right into 
the middle of an accident or it 
may not stop the car at all. 

Despite recent advancements 
in braking system design, includ- 
ing anti-lock brakes, this safety 
system is among the most ne- 
giected on vehicles and a leading 
mechanical cause of accidents. 

A car’s ia system is a 
complex system of parts. A mal- 
function of any part can cause 
brakes to be erratic or fail. 

The events that happen when 
pressure is applied to the brake 
pedal are:

master cylinder, where pressu- 
rized fluid is fed to hydraulic 
cylinders at the four wheels. 

On disc brakes, the caliper 
causes friction pads to squeeze 
the spinning rotor, slowing or 
stopping the wheel. ' 

On rear-wheel drum brakes, 4 
wheel cylinderreceives the pres- 
sure and forces the brake shoes 
against the rotating drums. 

Some vehicles have disc 
brakes or drum brakes on all four 
wheels; most have a combination 
of disc on front and drum on rear. 
Friction stops the vehicle. Mo- 
tion energy is converted to heal, 
which is dissipated by air cooling 
the rotors and drums. 

This complex system can de- 
teriorate easily. Not only is there 
friction and heat, but the system 
is exposed to the elements and 
road ‘contamination every day. 
Therefore, reguiar inspections 
and service are necessury. 

Don’t take braking problems 
for granted. Ifa vehicle isn’t stop- 
ping as quickly or as well as it 
used to, have the brakes in- 
spected. Not only will this proce- 
dure protect your car, but your- 
self as well. 
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Suggested service schedule. 

Start shopping for a repair fa- 
cility before you need one: you 
can make better decisions when 
you are not rushed or ina pantie, 

Ask friends and associates for 
their recommendations, Even in 
this high-tech era. an old-fash- 
1oned, word-of-mouth reputation 
works well. 

Check with your local con- 
sumer organization about the 
reputation of the shop. 

If possible, arrange for trans- 
portation so you won't select a 
shop based solely on location. 

Look for a neat, clean, well- 
organized facility with vehicles 
equal in value to your own in the 
parking lot, and modern equip- 
ment in the service bays. 

Protessionally run establish- 
ments have a courteous, helpful 
staff. The service wniter should be 
willing to answer your questions, 

Policies (labor rates, fees, for 
diagnosuic services, guarantees, 
methods of payment, etc.) should 
be posted or explained to your 
satisfaction, 

Ask if the shop customarily 
handles your vehicle make and 
model. Some facilities specialize. 
If your vehicle needs major works 
ask af the shop usually handles 
that type of repair. 

Feel free to ask for the names 
of a few customers as references. 
Call them. 

Look forsigns of professional- 
ism in the customer service area: 
civic and community service 
awards, membership in the Better 
Business Bureau and customer 
service awards. 

Look for qualified technicians. 
Trade school diplomas, certifi- 
cates of advanced course work of 
individual technicians are meas- 
ures of competence. 

Reward good service with re- 
peat business and customer loy- 
alty. It is: mutually beneficial to 
you and the shop owner to estab- 


- lish a relationship. 


If the service was not all you 
expected, don’t rush to another 
shop. Discuss the problem with 
the service manager or owner. 
Give the business a chance to 
resolve the problem.

The Hot and Cold Of Pre- 
Winter Car Inspections 


One autumn ritual that has become as traditional as college 
football and apple cider is the pre-winter car inspection. It is a sign 
of caring to make sure the family car is in good operating condition 
to make it through winter storms. 

A good rule of thumb is to remember to check the systems that 
allow the car to run both hot and cold. You want the engine to run 
at the correct temperature so it doesn’t overheat or fail, but you 
want the car's heater to keep the inside toasty warm. 

_ Aheating and cooling system inspection in the fall is just good 
preventive maintenance. The heating system inspectionchecks the 
condition of the heater, the heater hose assemblies and connecting 
parts. The cooling system inspection reviews the radiator, water 
pump, engine temperature and antifreeze levels, as well as the 
condition of the belts and hoses. The mechanic will look for worn, 
damaged or leaking parts. 

__ The goal of the inspection is to identify problems before you end 
up stranded. The mechanic should recommend replacing worn or 
damaged hoses or belts with new parts. Cracks on belts and soft 
spots on hosés could mean that it is just a matter of time before these 
parts fail. In many cases, a small amount of money spent replacing 
a belt or a hose can increase your safety on the road. 

You can conduct a heating and cooling system inspection 
yourself or take the car to your local mechanic. , 

Cooling and heating system inspections are not time-consum- 
ing. Many mechanics will let you make an appointment in advance, 
so you can schedule the inspection for a Saturday moming or

of the plant may be necessary to 
direct the growth of the plant to 
provide the look you want--i.e. 
natural or formal. 

Pruning corrects imbalances, 
keeping the plant low, high, broad 
or thin. It controls microclimate 
in the garden, such as tempera- 
ture, air circulation, sunlight and 
sometimes the soil. It improves 
the health of the plant, keeping it 
free from disease, and repairs 
damage caused by the elements 
Or insects. It increases production 
of foliage and fruit. 

When do you prune, before or 
after bloom, in spring or fall? The 
time of bloom answers this ques- 
tion. Roses, which bloom in June, 
need severe pruning in the spring 
toremove dead wood from winter 
killand old canes. Cutout inward- 
facing buds ata slant near the bud. 

Forsythia, which blooms in 
early May, should not be pruned 
untl after bloom. Then the new 
branches set buds for the next 
year. The speaker suggested a 
three-year system for pruning 
deciduous shrubs, which renew 
themselves indefinitely. 

After the first year, take out 
one-third of the base growth, one- 
third of the growth again the sec- 
ond year and one-third the third 
year. After the third year, remove 
any old growth. Pinching will 
shorten new growth and encour- 
age branching. Three types of buds 
grow on a branch. 

The most important is the ter- 
minal bud, which becomes a fu- 
ture branch. Lateral buds produce 
side branches and dormant or la- 
tent buds appear by the second 
year. Advantageous buds which 
produce suckers should be re- 
moved. . 

Cut above the bud, at a slant, 
away from the trunk, so the plant 
is open tolight and air. Let the tree 
or bush do the repairing of the 
scar. Dressings such as tar often 
cause fungal disease in the wound.

The Madoc detachment of the 
Ontario Provincial Police checked 
9.918 people in 6,311 vehicles 
and handed out 11 charges and 26 
warnings, for a use percentage of 
93.6 per cent, during Operation 
Impact. 

In an interview, Madoc OPP 
Const. Bill Haggerty said the pub- 
lic relations campaign before the 
two-week check really paid off. 

The seat belt check was con- 
ducted from Oct. 1-14. Officers 
were scheduled to conduct peri- 
odic checks throughout the nine 
townships that Madoc detachment 
covers. The villages of Madoc, 
Marmora and Tweed were 
checked to kick off the program 


‘on Oct. 1. In Madoc, 753 people 


in 297 cars were checked, in 
Marmora, 1,021 peopfe in 561 
cars were checked, in Tweed, 
1,180 people in 472 cars were 
checked. 

Const. Haggerty said that 4 
number of people were’ discuss- 
ing the seat belt check program 


which they must have either heard 
or read about before tt started. 

The penalty for not wearing a 
seat belt is a $90 fine plus two 
demenit points. 

In Madoc, the Community Po- 
heing Commitice conducted a 
survey of seat belt use in the vil- 
lage before and after the program. 
Before the program, 75 per cent 
of vehicle drivers and passengers 
were wearing their seat belts as 
\Ypposed to 88 per cent after the 
program. 

In all of District 9, which in- 
cludes the Madoc detachment, 
31,671 vehicles were checked 
over the two week period and 304 


charges were handed out. Last > 


year officers laid 626 charges 
during the same period. 

In 1993, 196 people killed in 
motor vehicle accidents were not 
wearing their seat belts. 

The program will pick up again 
in April when a survey and possi- 
bly after two-week check will be 
conducted, Haggerty said.

People were 
chased out of their shelters and the Germans moved in, 
On June 29, an order came to evacuate the refugees. 
Some did leave, but a few retumed. 
On July 3, there was renewed British bombing. 
Several houses were destroved, as was the Town Hall:

In the days that followed, more bombardments oc- 
curred. The chateau, in which there was camouflaged 
artillery. was hit. Each mght dunny this period there was 
artillery fire. Young members of the passive defence 
team went round the shelters after each bombing and 
took the wounded to the nursing station. 

On July 7, the German troops made a disorderly 
retreat. 

The prefecture asked the nurses the doctors to return. 
Despite the Mayor's repeated requests, the town had no 
emergency services. Fortunately, one of the refugees 
was a veterinarian. He organized the infirmary and 
dispensed care with a great deal of skill and devotion. 
However, he crossed the lines to accompany some of 
the wounded into liberated Caen and then was unable to 
come back. —“ 

The front was barely 300 metres from Louvigny. The 
<ivilian population, despite fresh losses, displayed great 
courage and dedication.

Suspensions for Warkworth 
guards for watching porn 


In the third sex scandal to hit 
the medium-security Warkworth 
Correctional Institute this year, 
two prison guards have been sus- 
pended. An investigation by the 
prison management revealed the 
puards were having their own pri- 

_vate peep shows of pomographic 
slides and videos in the prison’s 
sex clinic, 

Both guards, who supervise 
many of Canada’s worst sex of- 
fenders, were suspended without 
pay for a week. 

Deputy Warden Andy 
McIntosh confirmed the suspen- 
sions and said: “We're not talking 
about stuff you cannot rent at the 
comer video store. It is pretty 
graphic and pretty illegal for peo- 
ple to have possession of.” 

A probe was ordered by War- 
den Mike Provan after clinic staff 
fioticed that'sex slides and videos 
had been moved or wrongly re- 


~ 


placed and filing cabinets had been 
forcibly entered. 

Warkworth is Ontario's desig- 
nated prison for sex offenders. 
About ‘57 per cent of the prison 
population of 600 inmates are 
serving time for sex crimes there. 

Licensed psychologists use the 
pornography to measure sexual 
deviancy during arousal testing. 

Wark worth was also the scene 
of two other sex-related incidents 
this year. In one, female guard 
Sue Falla resigned from her job 
after inmate Joe Defreites told of 
their prison kitchen trysts and 
made public her steamy love let- 
ters. 

Then another female ‘prison . 
guard, Dawn Burnshaw, quit af- 
ter a former Warkworth inmate 
told of having sex with her in a 
motel when she drove him to To- 
ronto after his release froma King- 
ston prison.

Travellers with Disabilities 


The National: Transportation 
Agency of Canada has ordered 
VIA Rail Canada Inc. to take steps 
to make sure its employees. are 
carrying out its policies on the 
special needs of travellers with 
disabilities. 

The order follows the invesu- 
gation of a complaint filed with 
the Agency of behalf of Gerard 
Fahrenkopf by the Advocacy Re- 
source Centre for the Handi- 
capped. Mr. Fahrenkopf was mis- 
takenly told by a,gVIA Rail em- 
ployee that he would not be al- 
lowed to travel on VIA Rail trains 
without an attendant even though 
he felt he could make the tp 
alone. 

Although VIA Railhas apolics y 


of accepting decisions by. trav el- 


lers with disabilities on whether 
they need an attendant or not to 
travel by train, the Agency's in- 
vestigation revealed that the policy 
was not universally known or ap- 
plied by VIA employees. 

As a result, the Agency found 
that the actions of VIA Rail was 
an undue obstacle to Mr. 
Fahrenkopf's~ mobility. In this

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NDP’s Bill 173 to council 


Volunteer health care organi- 
zations all over the province, in- 
cluding those in the Campbellford 
area, are up in arms over the. On- 
tario govemment’s determined bid 
toimplement a new multi-service 
delivery agency. : 

The controyersial Bill 173 al- 
ready has hadAwo readings by the 
standing-coshmittee on social de- 
velopment and the NDP seems 
determined to have it passed into 

legislation before Christmas. 

Although most of the volun- 
teer organizations have protested 
the government's proposed new 
system and are seeking an 
amended.version, Health Minis- 
ter Ruth Grier has turned a deaf 
ear to all widespread criticism. 

Appearing at a recent town 
council meeting, Jill Stewart, di- } 


rector of Northumberland Coun- \ 


ty’s Red Cross Homemakers Pros 
gram, expressed concern about 
the new system and noted that 
agencies such as the one she rep- 
resents have joined a coalition to 
protest Bill 173 inits current form, 
asking to have it amended. 

She told council many volun- 
teer groups are doubtful that a 
multi-service agency will meet its 
goals ofg’casier access, more serv- 
ices, improved co-ordination and 
continued support of the services 
by families and volunteers.” 

Mrs. Stewart explained that the 
bill is designed to amalgamate 
current providers of in-home care 
into a central delivery system 
known as a mullti-care agency 
(MSA). She said each agency will 
be expected to provide at least 80 
per cent of all in-home services. 
With only 20 per cent left for 
agencies such as the Red Cross 
and Victorian Order of Nurses. 
Mrs. Stewart noted that “we may 
as well close our doors because 
we would be unable to survive on 
20 per cent.” 

In Mrs. Stewart's opinion, there 
is a need for a more comprehen- 
sive program of health care, in- 
cluding in-home services but she 
says the government is proposing 
major restructuring without ever 
having carried out a pilot project 
to prove that the system will be 
more cost effective or even pro- 
vide better services. 

Mrs. Stewart said the coalition 
would like the opportunity to build 
on the strengths of the current 
system instead of creating a new 
bureaucratic “one-size-fits-all” 
model. She told council that com- 
munities such as Campbellford 
. area lot different than large urban 
centres like Toronto and small 


communities individually should 
be able to determine what works 
best for them. 

She said Bill 173. has to be 
amended to determine which serv- 
ices will be delivered by MSA 
and which will be delegated to 
outside agencies toimplement the 
best system possible. 


Trish Baird, co-ordinator of, 


Community Care Services in 
Campbellford, also expressed her 
concern about Bill 173 in a letter 
to Town Council. 


“Mrs. Stewart was accompa- 


nied in her appearance before 
council by Mary Clarke, the As- 
sistant Executive Director of the 
Hastings, Northumberland and 
Prince Edward Counties Victo- 
rian Order of Nurses. 

She said Community Care and 
other agencies that provide long- 
term care such as Red Cross 
Homemakers, Victorian Order of 
Nurses, Home Care, Therapace 
and Palliative Care are worried 
about the future. These groups, 
she noted, are alarmed that they 
wil notbe able to operate as their 
own agency but “will be amalga- 


“Community Care is concerned about the effect this 
ill have on the volunteers that provide services to 
eniors and the disabled to assist them to remain in their 
. Will these people still volunteer their time and 


mated into one Multi-Service 
Agency that will service the four 
counties of Haliburton, Victoria, 
Peterborough and Northumber- 
land.” 

Her letter pointed out that all 
independent agencies in the prov- 
ince are concerned about the fol- 
lowing factors: 

1. the presen niye nature ol the 
legislation; 2. the Multi-Service 
Agency model; 3. the potential 
impact of MSA on volunteerism; 
4. labour concerns; 5. cost related 
to the development of MSA; 6. 
provincial requirements vs local 
options. 

“Community Care isconcemed 
about the effect this will have on 
the volunteers that provide serv- 
ices to seniors and the disabled to 
assist them to remain in their 
homes,” said Baird. “Will these 
people still volunteer their time 
and energy to an agency that has 
no ownership in their commu- 
nity? Will they be willing to raise 
funds for an agency that has no 
local board members?”

plication and increase the effi- 
ciency of service delivery. This is 
typically done by reducing jobs. 
Thus, inthe MSA former employ- 
ees of service providers will com- 
pete for fewer jobs than formerly 
existed. These MSA jobs will be 
given first to unionized workers 
and then to non-unionized work- 
ers. The result is that hon-union- 
ized workers will have reduced 
job security.” 

Dan Stapleton of Ontano Com- 
munity Support Association says 
the amendments are not fair. “This 
means that a non-unionized long- 
term care workerAvith 20 years 
experience could be pushed out 
of the system by a unionized 
worker who has been on the job 
for four months.” 

The Provincial Executive Di- 
rector of VON, Gale Murray, says: 
“The provider groups have been 
pushing the government for over 
a year to ensure that unionized 
and non-unionized care givers 
have equal access to new posi- 
tions created inthe MSAs.” 

The coalition believes that 
these amendmenis have nothing 
todo with improving the delivery 
and access of long-term care to 
the people of Ontario. It is de- 
manding the government with- 
draw these amendments and en- 
sure that unionized and non-un- 
ionized workers receive equal 
treatment under the new law. 

“Many front-line providers of 
long-term care are already afraid 
thev will lose their jobs when the 
MSAs are put into place.” said 
Vida Mazza of Ontario Home 
Care Programs Association. “This 
latest twist only heightens their 
concems and will further lower 
morale among care givers.”

Contrary to the occasional pes- 
simistic media reports, recycling 
in this area has always made both 
economic and environmental 
sense. Economically, it costs much 
less to recycle than to landfill. 

Environmentally, it justdoesn't 
make sense to bury or bur valu- 
able resources if yoy can turn 
them into useful products. 

Two recent developments re-

New Environmental Treat- 
ment Clinic 


When Dr. Roy Fox became too 
sick to work at the Camp Hill 
Medical Centre in 1991, the phy- 
sician believed he would be off a 
job for a few weeks. 

“T thought I could shake this 
olf and go right back to work,” 
Dr. Fox said of the overpowering 
nausea, headaches, muscle pain 
and weakness caused by environ- 
mental illness that forced him and 
more than 600 other workers at 
the Halifax health care facility Oo 
leave their jobs. 

After three years of dramati- 
cally altering his lifestyle and his 
home, travelling to Texas for treat- 
ments and trying to persuade poli- 
ticians and doctors that the air in 
the Camp Hill hospital really made 
workers sick. Dr. Foxsis now in- 

tern director of the first clinic in 
Canada set up to treat and re- 
search environmental illness. 

Even though thousands of Ca- 
nadians have been diagnosed as 
suffering from hypersensitivity 
due to prolonged exposure to 
chemicals trapped in poorly ven- 
tilated bualdings, some physicians 
believe the condition is mostly in 
the mind of the sufferer 

Dr. Fox who knows the frus- 
tration of not beirig able to work 


nally being recognized as a seri- 
ous health problem. 

He said only a few doctors in 
Canada are trained to recognize 
and treat the illness. Many pa- 
tients have become so hypersen- 
sitive to chemicals that one whiff 
of pertume or aftershave cantrig- , 
ger ‘violent headaches, fainting 
and depression. 

“It is really the controversy 
over the existence of environmen- 
tal illness) that has held things 
back,”’ Dr. Fox said in an inter- 
view in Fall River, a scenic com- 
munity outside Halifax where the 
new clinic will be established. 

“What has brought it to a head 
here was the Camp Hill situation, 
with so many people suddenly 
rendered disabled and unable to 
work and really not getting much 
in the way of medical care.” 

Of the 600 Camp Hill workers 
who became ill, about 100 sull 
cannot work at the facility, which 
has undergone more than $1-mil- 
lion worth of renovations to cre- 
ate a cleaner environment. 

A part-time environmental 
health clinic set up at the Victoria 
General Hospital in downtown 
Halifax four years ago has treated 
about 400 patients but has a wait- 
ing list of more than 800. Many 
patients have travelled to the En- 
vironmental Health. Centre in 
Dallas, run by Dr. Gerald Ross, a 
specialist in cnvironmental medi- 
cine who also runs the Halifax 
clinic. 

Dr. Fox said the new clinic in 
Fall River, which should be oper- 
ating in five months, will be built

There will be no wallpaper 
(glue can cause adverse reactions), 
no carpets.(they can trap moulds) 
or paint. Materials such as glass, 
plaster and tiles will be used. 
Those who work there will not 
wear perfumes, scented deodor- 

ants or even clothes that have 
been washed with detergents or 
fabric softeners. 

“We will create a space that is 
environmental clean, that will not 
perturb, patients.. They will feel 
safe in there,” Dr. Fox said: 

. When patients are diagnosed 
as suffering from overexposure 
to chemicals, he said; they must 
drastically alter their homes and 
their diets. Patients with nutn- 
tional deficiencies receive vita- 
min and mineral supplements, and 
some undergo a process of de- 
toxification--a sauna-type heat 
treatment and massage. 

After three years of treatments, 
Dr. Fox said, he has learned tolive 
with his condition. He stays away 
from gatherings where people 
might be wearing scented deo- 
dorants and perfumes, spends a 
limited time in aif-tight buildings 
and has changed his diet and his 
home to elimingte exposure to 
oe oa that (gould cause a re- 
lapse.

These were just a few 
of the quilts on display at the 
Rylistone Women’s Institute 
Tweedsmuif History meeting 
Nov. 2nd. The informative meet- 
ing was held at the home of the 
curator, Dorothy Thomson. 

Also shown were baby quilts 
made by doting grandmothers, a 
pot holder of a quilt design and 
many other quilt blocks. 

Several were made in the early 
1900s. 20s, 30s, 40s and 50s, as 
well as some im later years. 

An embroidered bedspread 
made in the: 1920s was also on 
display. This type of spread with 
transfer pattern was popular be- 
tween 1890 and 1920. 

A briet history of bed cover- 
ings was outlined. 

Before 1780, the area that was 
to become Upper Canada was a 
vast wilderness of dense forest 
interwoven with threads of bright 
streams dnd rivers joining bril- 
liant patches of blue lakes. A few 
isolated forts had been established 
tor the protection of the fur trade. 

Fur traders and voyageurs, 
many of whom were French Ca- 


nadians. paddled the main water- - 


ways where they met Indians to 
trade manufactured goods for the 
furs of wild animals. In such an 
isolated, environment, bedding 
was extremely important. It con- 
sisted of the bed rolls of the trad- 
ers and the imported woollen blan- 
kets that the Indians received for 


_ their furs. 


The Indians traditionally 
worked with the pelts of wild ani- 
mals to make them soft and pli- 


able for bedding and sometimes , 


&corated them with paint, porcu- 
pine quills, beads or other trin- 
kets. Thus the first blankets were 
created. 

During and after the American 
Revolution many people had lost 
their land and possessions and 
were forced to flee to Canada. 
First called Loyalist and later 
called United Empire Loyalists, 
people-settled along the St. Law- 
rence River and lower Great 
Lakes. They would take their bed- 
ding with them to keep warm in 
the harsh winters. 

Many people died because of 


the cold and didn’t have enough 3 


blankets to keep warm. Europe- 
ans knew how to separate yarn 
from fleece of sheep and linen 
from flax. Many had looms and 
did their own weaving. 

This evolution led to the present 
day quilts, made of beautiful new 


’ materials and patterns. These 


quilts are notonly used for warmth 
but as a focal point in the decor of

Ina memo fo the planning com- 
mittee, town planning co-ordinator 
Jim Peters says there as two dis- 
tinct aspects to consider. One is 
the need toexamine growing com- 
mercial development in residen- 
tial dwellings on the edge of the 
central business area dnd the other 
isaneed torecognize the growing 
number of home occupations in 
iown. 

The committee continues to 
examine the issue ofbusinesses 
operating out of homes in resi- 
dential areas. Cairn House on 

‘Queen Street has beercited as an 
_ example. 

He said the committee will re- 
call that in 1992 home occupa- 
tions were examined in detail, 
resulting in an amendmoerit to the 
town’s zoning bylaw. The pur- 
pose of the changes was to better 
define “home occupation” and set 
out the regulations under which a 
home occupation may operate. 

The key to the existence of 
home occupations in 
Camipbellford, says Peters, is asct 
of criteria regarding its perform- 
ance. A home occupation is to be 
an accessory use in a dwelling 
unit operated: by a person who 
lives at the house. 

The main Ase of the building 
must still be residential. The home 
occupation’ cannot result in an 
impact on the neighbourhood 
which detracts from its primary 
residential use. Creation of in- 
creased traffic, high levels of on- 
street parking, inappropriate qut- 
side storage of goods and inap- 
propriate signage are all types of 
impact that cannot be created.

The second major concem is 
pesticide use which has been re- 
duced in recent vears.and is lower 
in Canada as compared with other 
countries. Pesticide rates in 
Canada average approximately .6 
kilograms of active ingredient per 
hectare compared to two kilo- 
grams inthe U.S. and almost five 
kilograms in France. This low 
usage enhances both our domes- 
tie and infemational reputation 
for high quality, safe food prod 
ucts. A recent survey conducted 
by Jéff Wilson, Chair of the 
AgCare Group, shows a contin 
ued decline in use of pesticides 

- reduction of 13.3 per cent since 
1988, a total Feduction of 28.3 per 
cent from 1983. In Ontario, the 
Food Systems 2002 Project set 
out to work with farmers and en- 
vironmental groups to cut pesti- 
cide use in half by the year 2002. 
One of the specific changes in 
clude the reduction in atrazine by 
approximately 42 per cent he 
tween 1988 and 1993. Some ol 
this reduction is due to the elim 


“nation of fall applications. Like 


wise, glyphosate use has increased 
by upwards to 300 per cent as an 
alternative use for quackgrass 
control where atrazine was used 
formerly. Other chemical uses 
dropped considerably partly be- 
cause of the use of newer herbr- 
cide fanulies which reduce the 
use to grams instead of kilograms 
per acre. These famulies are sub- 
stituting forearlier higher volume 
products. Likewise, the use of corn 
rootworm insecticides has 
dropped dramatically partly be- 
cause of more croprotation which 
eliminated the need for this treat- 
ment. In the vegetable and fruit 
industry, there has been a dra. 
matic reduction in pesticide use 
where pest management scouts 
assist farmers in developing low 
pesticide programs.

Sell 
ers have protection of selling to a 
heensed dealer enroled inthe Beet 
Cattle Fmancial Protection Pro 
gram. Sellers can then apply for, 
compensation if the buyer det dults 
on payment. The Financial Pro 
tecuion Program deducts a fee on 
each sale through the auction bams 
which ts then placed in a fund to 
be used as compensation if re 
quired. Compensation amounts to 
90 per centol any approved claim 
For sellers, it is important to de 
termine that the dealer ts licensed 
before completing a transaction 
A Jstof licensed dealers ts avail 
able through the various 
OMABFRA offices and the Live 
stock Commussioner. In case of a 
payment default, is importantto 
notify the Commussioner imme 
diately if no payment is made 
within a day following trading
